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KOM  mentors  keep 
freshmen  on  track 


KOM  helps  students  face  the  fear  that  all 
underclassmen  have  -  the  fear  ot  high  school. 

Every  Tuesday  during  advisory  the  junior 
and  senior  mentors  and  the  freshmen  mentees 
meet  for  KOM.  What  is  KOM?  Kick  off 
Mentors  (KOM)  is  a  designated  time  when 
the  mentors  teach  their  mentees  how  to 
accomplish  good  grades. 

"It  improves  the  grades  because  the 
mentors  are  reminding  them  and  helping 
them  realize  the  importance  of  grades.  Some 
mentors  say,  'I  wish  I  hadn't  done  this  or  that 
when  I  was  a  freshman.'  So,  yeah,  it  does 
help  their  behavior  and  more  importantly, 
attendance,"  International  Academy 
counselor  Dee  Ziegler  said. 

Ziegler  and  ACE  Academic  Dean  William 
Jensen  are  the  sponsors  of  KOM  and  carefully 
interview  and  choose  the  mentors  to  pick 
those  they  believe  are  dedicated  and 
determined. 

"Each  year  has  been  successful  but  this 
year  is  more  successful  and  much  more  fun 
than  others,"  Ziegler  said.  "We  found  out 
that  our  upperclassmen  really  wanted  to  be 
mentors  and  those  chosen  are  really  dedicated 
to  this.  They  go  through  the  training  and 
work  hard.  They  come  in  the  summer  time 
and  work  hard  as  well.  It's  very  exciting  to 
work  with  students  from  the  entire  campus." 

KOM  may  emphasize  good  grades,  but  the 
program  also  teaches  students  self  discipline, 
morals  and  values. 

"I  feel  like  it  helped  us  in  many  ways.  We 
can  now  get  a  better  look  at  things  from 
people  in  the  higher  grades."  freshman 
De'Angelo  Perkins  said. 

Mentors  also  see  benefits  from  their 
experience. 

"It  taught  me  how  to  handle  and  work 
with  groups  of  students,"  said  senior  Natavia 
Howell.  "I  learned  how  to  help  them  with 
their  problems  and  I  became  someone  they 
can  look  up  to." 

The  mentors  also  check  on  the  mentees 
outside  of  KOM  meetings  and  try  to  teach 
them  to  not  make  the  same  mistakes. 

"I  like  to  teach  kids  not  to  go  into  my 
direction  when  I  was  a  freshman,"  April 
Paniagua  said.  "I  check  their  grades,  for 
midterms.  They  should  be  on  track.  I  try  to 
keep  high  school  as  real  as  possible.  You 
should  teach  them  what  to  do  and  what  not 
to  do.  You  have  to  keep  it  real.  It's  not  all 
about  good  grades  but  also  having  fun  while 
making  good  grades."

Construction    ; 
leaves  legacy 
for  centennial 

Construction  on  campus  was  more  visible  this  year  but  it  is  part  ot  a  7-year 
project. 

The  project  has  two  aspects:  One,  to  modernize  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
which  has  been  taking  place  for  some  time  now,  and  two,  the  Near  Eastside 
Legacy  Center,  which  broke  ground  Nov.  15.  These  projects  are  scheduled  to  be 
completed  by  Tech's  centennial  in  2012. 

"It  (the  construction)  isn't  new;  it's  not  just  this  year,"  said  Assistant  Campus 
Administrator  Sylvia  Dewitt.  "The  construction  has  been  going  on  for  five  years." 
Some  goals  in  modernizing  the  campus  include  updating  die  air-conditioning  in  all 
buildings,  updating  the  heating  in  die  Bam,  putting  new  windows  in  Treadwell 
and  in  Stuart,  renovating  the  auditorium,  updating  Colonel's  Cupboard,  fixing  the 
plumbing  throughout,  and  making  die  campus  more  energy  efficient.  There  are 
also  plans  to  build  a  new  storage  facility  on  campus  and  move  all  of  die  items  that 
are  now  being  stored  in  the  basement  ofLone  Hall  into  it.  Much  of  the 
construction  that  will  take  place  in  Morgan  Hall,  winch  includes  building  an 
elevator,  will  be  done  in  the  evening.  Dewitt  predicts  the  restrooms  in  Morgan 
could  be  affected. 

An  elevator  is  also  being  put  in  the  Media  Center  to  accommodate  ADA 
(Americans  with  Disabilities  Act)  specifications.  Therefore,  the  Media  Center  was 
moved  to  the  second  floor  of  the  Arsenal  and  reopened  in  January.  Also,  the 
Bookstore  was  moved  to  Rm.  301  in  Stuart  Hall. 

The  East  Gym  is  also  being  renovated,  meaning  that  some  physical  education 
teachers  were  out  of  an  office  for  the  time  being,  such  as  Sharon  Shaw  who  is  being 
housed  in  die  Barn.  The  pool  was  closed  to  physical  education  classes  this  year. 

In  terms  of  money,  Dewitt  estimates  the  cost  of  the  renovation  of  the  Media 
Center  and  East  Gym  alone  at  $35  million. 

Other  changes  that  are  being  planned  due  to  die  upcoming  community  center 
include  Tech's  baseball  diamond  being  moved  to  the  Twin-Aire  area, 
approximately  5  minutes  southeast  of  campus. 

Construction  also  affected  the  north  parking  lot,  limiting  space  for  buses,  which 
also  decreased  the  number  of  teacher  parking  spaces.

"A  tremendous  amount  of  progress  has  been  made,"  band 
director  Gaiy  Doherty  said.  His  praise  was  accurately  rewarded. 
The  reputation  of  Tech's  marching  band  has  been  raised 
statewide  due  to  Doherty' s  contributions  and  the  entire  band's 
efforts.  Besides  the  hard  work  associated  with  band,  the 
members  also  admitted  they  enjoyed  the  experience  of  being  a 
part  of  the  group. 

"It's  a  pain  when  your  getting  yelled  at  but  it's  really  fun,"

King  is  only  one  of  the  70-plus  members  participating  in  this 
year's  band,  which  include  25  Harshman  Middle  School 
students  accompanying  them.

"It  was  an  unexpected  surprise  and  I'm  very  excited  to  receive 
this  award,"  French  said.  "It's  really  very  empowering  and  it  will 
be  a  constant  motivator  and  reminder  to  keep  doing  what  I'm 
doing."

If  you  don't  respect  the  Titans  after  this  season,  then  you  probably 
never  will. 

The  2010  football  season  for  Tech  High  School  is  without  a 
doubt,  one  of  the  best  seasons  in  years.  This  year  the  8-2  team  had 
records  like  no  other  team  in  IPS. 

In  IPS  rushing,  junior  Jordan  Hughes  was  No.  1  with  136  yards 
per  game  with  junior  Damon  Graham  close  behind  at  No.  3  with 
72.6  yards  per  game. 

In  IPS  passing,  junior  quarterback  Robert  "Bird"  Evans  was  No. 
1  with  116.1  yards  per  game. 

In  IPS  receiving,  senior  Jaylen  Cash  was  No.  1  with  37  yards  per 
game  with  senior  Timothy  Weakley  close  behind  at  No.  3  with  26.3 
yards  per  game. 

In  IPS  scoring,  Jordan  Hughes  was,  again,  No.  1  with  100  points 
for  the  season  with  Damon  Graham  at  No.  2  with  46  points  and 
Robert  Evans  at  No.  3  with  44  points. 

In  IPS  tackles  senior  William  "Big  Spoon"  Witherspoon  was  No. 
1  with  1 1  sacks  for  the  season  with  sophomore  Robert  Brooks  at 
No.  2  with  6  sacks  and  junior  Ryan  Dycus  at  No.  4  with  3  sacks. 
Jordan  Hughes  received  the  "Fox  59  Big  Nasty  Hit  Of  The  Week" 
and  William  Witherspoon  received  the  "ESPN  Rise  Above  Award." 

The  Titans  came  into  the  season  going  hard  and  with  scores  like 
41-21 ,  42-8  and  30-6,  it  was  clear  that  other  teams  were  not  ready 
for  what  the  Titans  were  bringing  to  the  field. 

The  more  the  Titans  destroyed  homecomings  and  sent  teams  and 
fans  home  disappointed,  the  more  people  criticized,  saying  tilings  like 
"the  Titans  are  only  6-0  because  they  have  an  easy  schedule".  But  on 
Oct.  1  every  critic  was  silenced  when  the  Titans  destroyed  the

Lady  Titans  soccer  coach  Troy  Hammon  said  that  this  has 
been  a  rebuilding  year  after  losing  1 1  players  from  the  2009 
squad. 

But,  on  the  bright  side,  what  began  with  8  players  the  first 
week  of  the  season  ended  up  at  18  athletes  who  showed  so 
much  passion  that  they  came  in  at  6  a.m,  on  weekdays  to  get 
more  practices  in  so  they  could  be  eligible  to  play  games. 

A  major  change  for  the  team  this  year  was  that  there 
wasn't  an  IPSAC  tournament. 

In  an  email,  Hammon  said  that  IPSAC  (Indianapolis 
Public  School  Athletic  Conference)  bylaws  state  that  each 
team  sport  must  have  four  schools  represented  at  the  varsity 
level  in  order  to  play  for  an  IPSAC  title. 

This  year  Howe  rebuilt  its  girls  team  and  Washington  has 
its  first  team.  ATHS  is  now  in  its  fifth  year  with  a  separate  girls 
soccer  team.  Broad  Ripple  was  the  oldest  of  the  girls  programs 
but  did  not  have  the  numbers  needed  to  field  a  girls  team  this 
season. 

"It's  not  that  we  won't  participate  in  the  year's  IPSAC 
conference  it's  that  we  won't  be  playing  for  an  IPSAC 
championship  now  that  BRHS  dropped  out,"  Hammon  said. 

Not  being  able  to  participate  in  the  IPSAC  tourney  is 
only  some  of  the  bad  news  for  the  girls  varsity  soccer  team. 

They  lost  to  Lawrence  Central  4-0,  Guerin  Catholic  7-0 
and  Delta  8-0  with  10  eligible  players.  Aug. 28  they  played  in 
the  Hot  Dog  tourney  in  Frankfort  and  lost  8-0  to  Tri-Central 
and  a  heartbreaker  to  Delphi  1-0. 

The  Lady  Titan  soccer  team  blew  out  Washington 
Continentals  5-2  Aug.  30.  The  Lady  Titans  then  took  on  the 
Continentals  again  Oct.  1 1  in  the  playoffs  and  once  again 
emerged  as  the  winner.

PACKING  UP 


Early  in  the  fall,  the  Media  Center  was  securely  fenced  in. 
But  why?  Work  began  to  remodel  the  entire  building.  An 
elevator  is  being  put  in  the  Media  Center  to  accommodate  ADA 
(  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act ).  They  will  get  new  carpet, 
ceilings,  lights  and  the  charge  desk  opened  up  as  part  of  a  $35 
million  project. 

The  process  of  moving  the  Media  Center  to  Rm.  8  in  the 
second  floor  of  the  Arsenal  began  in  September.  The  Media 
Center  staff  had  everything  packed  up  and  a  construction  fence 
went  up  in  mid-November. 

"It's  a  great  time  to  'clean  house,"  Media  Center  Director 
Mary  Ann  Laker  said.  Since  there  was  not  enough  room  for  all 
the  books,  the  staff  decided  to  take  60  percent  of  books  with 
them  and  put  the  other  40  percent  in  storage.  The  60  percent  of 
books  include  all  fiction  and  nonaction  books. 

The  Media  Center  was  closed  until  Jan.  8  when  it  reopened 
in  a  smaller  version  in  the  Arsenal,  with  only  room  for  20 
computers,  which  is  less  than  half  of  the  58  they  have. 

At  the  time  of  the  move  1,000  books  were  overdue.  To 
encourage  students  to  return  the  books,  Media  Specialist  Doug 
Peachey  designed  a  cardboard  book  return  shoot  that  gained 
attention  for  a  few  days  before  another  book  return  box  was 
installed. 

Although  the  library  moved  locations  temporarily,  SSR 
(Sustained  Silent  Reading)  continued  each  day  for  15  minutes. 
Cookies  were  awarded  regularly  to  classes  with  the  highest 
percentage  of  readers.

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Challenging  math-science, 
health  professions  programs 
attract  top  students 

Mathematics,  science,  informational  technology,  engineering, 
computer  science,  medicine;  What  can't  this  academy  offer? 

The  Magnet  Academy  offers  students  the  chance  to  partake  in  a 
four-year  curriculum  that  can  lead  them  to  internship  opportunities  or 
college  classes  their  senior  year.  The  Magnet  also  has  the  highest  GQE, 
PSAT  and  SAT  scores  of  any  small  school  on  campus. 

Most  students  in  the  Magnet  feel  that  it  is  the  best  academy  at  Tech. 

"The  Magnet  is  more  focused  than  other  academies."  said  Magnet 
sophomore  Brian  Santord.  Santord  said  he  enjoys  the  Magnet  and  it 
has  a  "brotherly  atmosphere,  not  the  typical  Tech  attitude." 

It  is  the  only  academy  offering  engineering  and  health  professions 
for  students  who  want  to  study  specifically  m  those  areas. 

"It  is  the  only  academy  that  has  Health  Professions  and  that's  what  I 
want  to  do,"  said  Magnet  sophomore  Christina  Baker. 

The  students  who  are  in  engineering  will  be  using  their  math  and 
science  skills  to  solve  real  world  engineering  problems.  The  Health 
Professions  students  will  be  using  science  to  learn  about  the  human 
body.  By  graduating  from  the  Magnet,  students  will  be  able  to  become 
an  EMT  without  any  college  education. 

The  Magnet  has  changed  from  what  it  used  to  be  according  to 
Magnet  secretary  and  graduate  Dountonia  Slack.  There  used  to  be 
small  classes  and  a  curriculum  that  was  challenging,  fun,  and  exciting. 
The  Magnet  is  the  same  now,  yet  somewhat  different.  "It  seems  like  a 
lot  of  kids  aren't  serious."  Slack  said. 

The  changes  in  the  Magnet  Academy  may  have  something  to  do 
with  how  long  it  has  been  around.  Academic  Dean  Stan  Irwin  said  that 
both  the  Math-Science  and  the  Health  Professions  Magnet  was  started 
in  1984  at  Crispus  Attucks  High  School.  It  was  moved  to  Tech  after 
three  years  because  Attucks  had  shut  down  as  a  high  school.

Model  United  Nations  is  a  chance  for  students  to  take  part  in  a  simulative 
experience  in  diplomatic  international  relations  -  or  in  other  words,  a  kind  of 
role-playing,  where  "delegates"  represent  a  certain  country  and  then  try  and 
debate  and  push  for  the  views  of  that  country  on  certain  topics  -  by 
participating  in  conferences,  two  this  year  alone,  throughout  Indiana,  Illinois 
and  Michigan,  after-school  debates  and  discussions  and  "position  paper" 
writing  sessions. 

By  discussing  issues  that  are  affecting  countries  around  the  world,  club 
members  gain  a  new  perspective  on  current  international  dilemmas  as  well  as 
become  more  conscious  of  the  world  which  we  live  in. 

For  me  personally,  being  a  part  of  Model  United  Nations  has  indefinitely 
changed  me  as  well  as  influenced  the  profession  I  want  to  pursue.  By  being 
exposed  to  different  international  views  on  a  variety  of  topics,  ranging  from  the 
Israeli-Palestinian  peace  pact  to  piracy  in  Somalia  to  the  details  of  AIDS 
campaigning  in  third  world  countries,  club  members  gain  a  whole  new  insight 
onto  what's  going  on  outside  of  our  own  comfortable  bubbles. 

The  whole  aim  of  Model  UN  is  to  promote  and  foster  open-mindedness 
regarding  global  conflicts  within  the  high  school  community.  It's  not  always 
easy  or  likeable;  sometimes  it's  very  frustrating  to  argue  the  beliefs  of  a  country, 
especially  when  you  personally  do  not  agree.  But  at  the  end  of  the  day,  it's 
worth  the  work  and  frustration.  At  the  end  of  the  day,  you  have  a  new, 
broader  perspective  on  life. 

Troy  Hammon,  club  founder  and  sponsor,  said  that  at  times  he  likes  to  live 
vicariously  through  his  delegates.  He  says  that  at  conferences,  it's  hard  not  to 
just  jump  in  to  the  conversation  and  resolution-writing  process.  "At 
conferences,  there's  such  a  great  flow  of  ideas,  it's  hard  not  to  get  really 
passionate  about  the  whole  process,"  Hammon  said,  "If  I  had  known  about 
MUN  in  high  school,  I  would  have  been  there."

Competing  in  the  1 12-lb.

State  Finals  Feb.  18,  defeating 
the  8th-ranked  wrestler  in  the 
state.  He  lost  on  Feb.  19  to  the 
eventual  state  runner-up, 
earning  a  fifth  place  finish. 

Price  earned  a  third  place  in 
the  New  Castle  Semi-state  Feb. 
12.

Senior 
Aaron  Thurman  also  competed 
in  Semi-state  but  did  not  place. 

If  not  for  Coach  Mark 
Mendoza  and  the  wrestlers' 
love  toward  wrestling,  there 
probably  would  not  have  been  a 
wrestling  team,  because  Tech 
had  no  wrestling  room  and 
athletes  had  to  travel  by  bus  to 
practice  at  School  81. 

Despite  the  fact  that,  due  to 
construction,  the  wrestling 
team  did  not  have  a  place  to 
practice,  that  didn't  stop 
the  athletes  from  pushing  and 
driving  to  win  their  meets. 

"Wrestling  requires  the  most 
mental  power;  you  can  physically 
dominate  as  long  as  your  mind  is 
set,"  Mendoza  said.

Project-based 
learning  makes  for 
different  approach 

To  some  eyes  on  campus,  New  Tech  Academy  is  looked  on  as 
the  "lame  academy"  or  "full  of  nerds,"  but  to  the  students  and 
faculty,  it  is  a  whole  different  story. 

New  Tech  is  unique  by  using  project-based  and  integrated 
learning  that  helps  to  build  a  family  with  trust,  respect  and 
responsibility,  said  New  Tech  teacher  Andrew  Jaynes. 

Project-based  learning  is  a  way  of  teaching  through  projects. 
Students  solve  problems  and  complete  assignments  using 
teamwork  in  a  groups.  Most  projects  are  created  from  community 
partners  such  as  Angie's  List,  March  of  Dimes,  Century  21, 
Purdue  University,  Indiana  University  and  IRT.  All  have  came  to 
New  Tech  looking  for  answers  and  found  student-produced 
solutions. 

The  second  unique  aspect  of  New  Tech  is  integrated  learning 
where  teachers  team  up  with  complementary  subjects,  such  as 
astronomy  and  pre-calculus.  New  Tech  also  offers  classes  such  as 
pre-calculus,  astronomy,  trigonometry,  zoology  and  urban  affairs. 
Teaching  the  subjects  together  takes  the  math  and  translates  it  to 
something  students  can  actually  see  and  understand.  Some  other 
pairings  can  be  a  little  more  unusual,  such  as  art  and  geometry  or 
English  and  history. 

New  Tech  will  have  its  largest  senior  class  this  year  and  teachers 
said  their  fondest  memories  come  from  seeing  freshmen  grow 
into  mature  seniors.  "Students  would  argue  and  fight  every  day 
when  they  were  freshmen,"  Jaynes  said.  "But  this  year  the 
difference  in  their  behavior  has  come  full  circle  and  we  get  along 
just  fine." 

One  favorite  memory  of  high  school  for  senior  Julian 
Hernandez  was,  "building  a  catapult  in  class  and  launching  water 
balloons  at  my  teacher." 

New  Tech  is  more  than  just  school  to  some  students,  it's  the 
place  where  they  met  the  love  of  there  life  and  best  friends  they 
will  never  forget.

Life  Long  Learning  (LLL)  is  a  unique  small 
school  because  freshmen  have  the  opportunity 
to  start  taking  dual  credit  classes  and  receive 
college  credit. 

The  following  college  courses  are  offered; 
English  009  (Foundation  in  Writing),  Reading 
009  (Foundations  in  Reading)  and  Spanish 
101  (Spanish  1).  Students  also  take  AVID  as  a 
support  while  enrolled  in  the  other  classes. 

LLL's  top  academic  students  are:

Early  College  changed  its  name  this  year  to 
LLL  because  not  all  students  in  the  small 
school  took  college  classes  and  were  a  part  of 
Early  College  Magnet  in  Life  Long  Learning. 

"The  thing  that  interests  me  the  most  is 
that  students  know  what  they  want  to  do  in 
life  and  work  hard,"  said  teacher  Kier  Colon. 

Students  can  take  dual  credit  college 
courses  by  scoring  high  enough  on  a  college 
placement  exam,  which  is  either  the  ACT 
Compass  or  Accuplacer.  Some  courses  such  as 
English  109,  Reading  009  and  Spanish  101  do 
not  require  placement  scores. 

Students  can  also  take  the  following  dual 
credit  courses  at  Tech:  History  1 39,  History 
1 40,  Political  Science  III,  Economy  1 00, 
Spanish  101 ,  Math  016,  Theatre  100,  English 
009,  Reading  009,  Biology  100  and 
Earth/Space  100.
